JUDGE CHENEY'S CHARGE. 


The Grand Jary Ordered te Inves- 
ttgate the Lyaching of Ortiz. 


Judge Cheney this morning, after ap- 
poir.ting L. L.Crockett Foreman, swore 


in the Grand Jury lately drawn and 
read them the following charge, which 
is clean-cut English and cannot be 


misconstrued. The Grand Jary will 
undoubtedly take the matter in hand: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE GRAND JURY: 
The provisions of the statute which I 
have read and the oath which you 
have taken indicate the general nature 
and extent of your powers and duties. 
All of your proceedings should be 
marked with the strictest secrecy, ex- 
cept as disclosed by vour efficial re- 
ports to the Cou:t. No member of the 
Grand Jury should in any way, except 
as a witness, disclose what has been 
said in the Grand Jury room by any 
member or any witness. You are 
each under a solemn obligation not to 
report, or publicity or privately talk 
about what takes place during your 
sessions. This injunction of secrecy 
is for the public as well as your own 
individual welfare. The public has 
no right to know that a groundless 
charge has been preferred and inves- 
tigated, for thereby great wrong and 
suspicion might be cast upon an inno- 
cent person; and it has no right to 
know what your individual action was, 
thereby saving yourselves from all in- 
ducement to be governed in your ac- 
tion by the consequences which 
might result to yourselves, either 
to your advantage or injury, if 
it was koown how you had vo 
upon any particular subject under 
investigation. All attempts by i.- 
tercession, persnasion, intimidation 
or solicitations, outside of the jury 
room, to influence your actions are 
unlawful, and itis your duty to re- 
port the same promptly to the Court. 
You will save yourself from exposure 
to such importunities by strictly ob- 
serving the secrecy which the law ex- 
acts. Grand Jurors frequently, and 
thoughtlessly, repeat what a witness 
has said while testifying before them. 
This you have no right to do. Neither 
he nor you can be compelled to and 
should not disclose such matters, ex- 
cept as witnesses, during the course of 
a judicial proceeding in which such 
matters are material. 

All ry offenses, except proceed- 
ings for the removal of a public of- 
ficer, are prosecuted in this court by 
indictment. Anciently, when the 
Grand Jury did not have the advice 
and attendance of a District Attorney 
to frame bills for them, matters were 


presentment, and while the statute 
now speaks of presentments, the prac- 
tice of making presentments has be- 
come almost entirely obsolete. 

Ordinarily, gentlemen, a general 
charge is deemed sufficient, but there 
is One matter ot such an extraordi- 
nary nature that [ considerit my duty 
to call itat thistime to your special 
attention and your duty togive it most 
serious consideration. 

It is a matter of public notoriety 
that, on the 18th of this month, one 
Ortiz, then apprehended and detained 
in the County Jail awaiting an exam- 
ination upon a criminal charge not yet 

referred, was, in the night time, 
orcibly taken by a body of armed 
and masked men from the custody of 
the Sheriff, without apparent contest, 
and publicly hanged until dead upon 
one of the streets of Reno. It is 
ae well known that full details 
of these unlawful proceedings have 
been reported by alleged eye wit- 
nesses and published, and that no 
steps were taken to pursue the jail- 
breakers, recover the prisoner, pre- 
vent the murder or prosecute those 
implicated. A number of persons by 
common — have met and forcibly 
and unlawfully put to death a person 
without trial or investigation. They 
have set at defiance the only estab- 
lished means of ascertaining his guilt 
vr innocence, and, considering them- 
selves a tribunal for that purpose, 
have condemned a prisoner of the law 
to death, without trial, and carried 
the alty intu execution. Nothing 
could be more criminal in its na- 
ture or of r danger to the 
security of life and property, 
which it is the object of laws 
to maintain. To admit that fifty or 
any number may do this, unpunished 
and ae is to Pony awe we 
person has the same t, is to admit 
that every man may forcibly right his 
own wrongs or , and may 
take the life of another whenever he 
thinks the public welfare demands it, 
or public sentiment will tolerate it. It 
is idle to attempt any
